The boundary issue has pushed itself 
once more into the forefront of Imperial 
politics. It was discussed yesterday in 
the House of Commons and in Dail 
Eireann; and the British Government's 
statement in the former House is a more 
than sufficient answer to those hot-heads 
of the Dail who are always ready on the 
slightest provocation, or on no provoca- 
tion at all, to shout, “Nous sommes 
trahis.” We print elsewhere the 


pledged. Ministers will introduce the neces- 
sary legislation and will press it through 
Parliament, “regardless of consequences 
to themselves.” That brave declaration 
ought to satisfy every fair-minded citizen 
of the Free State. At the same time the 
British Government believes—as all 
sensible men believe—that a settlement 
by agreement is to be preferred infinitely 
to a settlement by force of law. It has 
invited Sir James Craig and President 
Cosgrave to a conference in London, and the 
legislation required for the establishment 
of the Boundary Commission will be intro- 
duced “if we fail to agree before the 
adjournment.” 

President Cosgrave went to London last 
night in response to Mr. Thomas's invita- 
tion. We rejoice that he is making this 
contribution, however reluctantly, to the 
cause of peace. To-day Dublin and its 
visitors will find compensation for his 
absence from the opening ceremony of the 
Tailteann Games in the thought that he 
may be serving his country notably in 
London. We are in general accord with 
the Free State Government's attitude to 
the boundary question. We share its 
conception of its formal rights under the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty. We agree that, if no 
other settlement can be contrived, the 
Boundary Commission must be estab- 
lished and must fulfil its task; and we 
welcome Mr. Thomas's firm assurance 
that the British Government holds itself 
bound to the spirit and letter of the 
Treaty. On the other hand, we have no 
We know perfectly well that, iif 
the Boundary Commission is constituted 
and begins to operate, the last hope of 
Irish unity in this generation will vanish. 
Readers of the geographical analysis of 
the border problem which is appearing in 
The Times, with its account of “ wedges,”’ 
“spearheads,” “salients,” and “re- 
entrants,’’ must realise the hopelessness 
of the Commission s task. It will give no 
judgment that will not be resented bitterly 
on one side, or on both sides, of the 
border, that will not revive and inflame 
sectarian and political passions, and will 
not react seriously—perhaps, disastrously 
—on the industrial and commercial 
welfare of the Free State and of Northern 
Ireland. It is, therefore, our most sincere 
hope that, even now, President Cosgrave 
and Sir James Craig may take courage to 
defy their own “die-hards’’ and to 
make every reasonable and  honour- 
able sacrifice to the cause of peace. 
We do not know whether, if they fail to 
come to terms immediately, the British 
Government will push the amending Bill 
through Parliament before the adjourn- 
ment or, having introduced it, will post- 
pone its further stages until the autumn. 
Since that Government's honesty of pur- 
pose is beyond question, we should favour 
a postponement that would leave the door 
open, for another few months, to a settle- 
ment by agreement. The boundary 
problem is not nearly so urgent as the 
present threat to Dublin, which, alter 
eight days, remains unanswered by the 
Free State Government.

The Dublin Hospitals. 


We commend to the sympathetic atten- 
tion of all our readers the “ forward move- 
ment’? in connection with Sir Patrick 
Dun’s Hospital. Briefly, the hospital 
authorities are trying to raise a sum 
of £100,000, and the first nine days ol 
August are being devoted to a campaign 
which will bring the needs of the 
hospital before the public in the most 
effective manner. Sir Patrick Dun 
Hospital has been at work for one 
hundred years, and naturally its activities 
for medical science have outgrown its 
accommodation, Last year its staff treated 
no fewer than 25,000 externa] and 1,500 
internal patients. Its work is done 
chiefly among the very poor of the city, 
and a large number of the best students 
from the Trinity College medical school 
pass through its wards every year. The 
hospital has done everything in its power 
to maintain the magnificent traditions 
which a century of noble endeavour has 
bequeathed to it, but without sufficient 
funds even medical science is helpless. 
Money is needed urgently to provide 
proper accommodation and equipment for 
the hospital and to give it a much-needed 
opportunity* of extending its activities. 
The authorities have determined to strain 
every nerve during the next week to secure 
the necessary funds. Thecampaign is being 
organised on a scientific basis: the help of 
a large number of Dublin's most prominent 
citizens has beén enlisted, and the pro- 
moters of the scheme believe that. if the 
public does its duty in the matter, the 
whole amount of £100,000 ought to be 
forthcoming before the end of the week. 
We are convinced that the scheme will 
have the whole-hearted support of every- 
body who is interested in the welfare of 
the Free State capital. 

If the organisers of this bold campaign 
succeed in raising the whole. sum of 
£100,000, they propose to attempt the 
establishment of one great central hospital, 
which will incorporate five existing institu- 
tions—namely, Sir Patrick -Dun’s, the 
Meath, the Adelaide, Mercer's an? the 
Royal City of Dublin Hospitals. The 
medical boards of all these hospitals 
are thoroughly in favour of the pro- 
ject, which not only would effect an 
enormous saving of money, but also, 
by concentrating medical and surgical 
skill in one institution, would pro- 
vide for Ireland a centre of healing 
that would be comparable with such 
world-famed institutions as the London 
Hospital or “Guy's.”” One great building 
would be erected, probably on the Sir 
Patrick Dun's site, which lies between 
Lower Mount. street and Grand Canal 
street, and would be extremely convenient 
for doctors and patients alike. The most 
modern appliances and equipment would 
be provided. There is another important 
PS ay this question.

France’s Trade. 


Official figures dealing with the foreign 
trade of France during the first six months 
of 1924 show how closely the two great 
Lilies are connected in commerce. Great 
Britain is France's best customer, and 
her principal purveyor after the United 
States. The balance of trade is in favour 
of France, since she exported to Great 
Britain over four milliard francs’ worth of 
goods, compared with imports from that 
country amounting to a value of about two 
and a half milliard francs. Exports from 
France to Great Britain show an increase 
of nearly a milliard francs compared with 
the corresponding figure for 1923, and im- 
ports have decreased to a value of about 
one hundred and fifty million francs. The 
total balance of foreign trade in favour ol 
France for the first six months of the 
present year is nearly one and a hali 
milliard francs—a satisfactory result in 
comparison with last year's figures, which 
showed a slight excess of imports over ex- 
ports. A message from Paris states that 
“French exports are in every case in ex- 
cess of last year’s figures.” These 
statistics give substantial hope for the 
future. France needs a revival of trade 
to repair the terrible damage which she 
suffered during four and a half years of 
war, when her busiest industrial area was 
in the hands of the enemy. A few years 
of advantageous trade will place her well 
on the road to complete recovery. For 
this result, however, she requires indus- 
trial peace at home and a return of con- 
fidence in the international outlook of 
Europe as a whole. If the London Con- 
ference fails to put Germany's relations 
with the rest of Europe on an economic 
basis, trade will receive a serious set- 
back; but if the situation can be restored 
by a satisfactory agreement, the long 
deferred revival ought not to be far 
distant, 


Blue Blood and Lime-Light. 


An American cinematograph company 
has attempted to produce a film dealing 
with the unfortunate adventures of the 
late King Charles of Hungary.* Excessive 
zeal for realism was responsible for the 
failure of the project. A Hungarian 
journalist was commissioned to invite 
members of the Hungarian aristocracy to 
appear in the coronation scene. The 
part of Queen Zita was allotted, provision- 
ally, to a Hungarian lady of title. The 
well-laid plan did not provide for the un- 
bending hauteur of the old aristocrats, 
which was proof even against an offer 
of forty milliard Hungarian crowns. Some 
uncomplimentary remarks about irre- 
verent commercialism were added to an 
emphatic refusal to consider the proposal. 
The news will not be unwelcome to old- 
fashioned persons in this country, who 
will feel some satisfaction that, in at 
least one part of Europe, the pride of 
ancient blood is stronger than the 
lust for publicity and gain. If the ex- 
ploitation of aristocracy took a firm hold, 
“ producers’’ might aspire to greater 
novelties than the inclusion of titled 
persons in historical pictures. We might 
be forced to see in course of time comedies 
“featuring ” even those of royal rank. 
For the time being patrons of the screen 
drama must be content with pictures of 
Ruritania and such like countries, and 
must curb their thirst for realism, 


AUCTION BRIDGE. 
(CONDUCTED BY “ PALOMAR.”) 


NO-TRUMPS CALLED BY OPPONENT ON 
RIGHT 


One of the causes why so many piayers find 
themselves on the losing side at the cnd of the 
month is that they have failed to grasp one of 
the most important principles of calling—very much 
to their undoing. he point is this: 

If a No-trump has been called on your right, 
it is never justifiable to made a suit-call over it, 
except in a few special cases. 

More are lost by this call than any other. 

Here are a few of the reasons :'— 

(1) }t draws both the opponents’ attention to what 
js probably their weak suit, and gives each of 
them a chance of making an alternative call 
in which, if they are strong, they may easily 

og 

(2) You probably succeed in preventing 
partner making a call, which may be of 
material advantage—both fur the purpose of 
the original lead or for the purpose of arriv- 
ing at the best suit for the combined hands. 

(3) The most important reason of all—you have 
the lead against the No-trump, and can lead 
your strong suit at once and take the best 
chance of saving game. 

You should therefore never call over a No-trump 
declared on your right, uniess— 

(1) You hold in your own hand auflicient etrength, 
played in either a major or minor suit. to 
give reasonable chance of game, with the 
average expoctancy of support—4i.e., two tricks 
from your partner. 

(2) At the same time, you are in a position to 
save game in whatever suit the opponents 
may eventually call. 

(8) There may, perhaps, be another case when 
your score, or your opponents’ score in the 
game and rubber warrants it. 

Tf you hoki, therefore, a really strong hand— 
i.e., one with a reasonable chance of winning eight 
tricks in a major suit or eight or nine in a minor 
cuit, and know that you can save game in any 
other suit, you are justified in calling, and should 
make a high contract bid, say, three in a major, 
or possibly four in a minor suit at once. to prevent 
wh “mm calling their strong suit. 

n one other case it is sometimes advaniageous 
to call over a No-trump declared on your right. 

Say, your score is 20 or more in the rubber 
game, and you have a reasonable probability of 
getting the two tricks required in « snit ‘call. 
or your opponents’ score is 20 or More in the 
robber game, with a view to preventing them win. 
ning rebber on a one-trick contract.

JHE BOUNDARY DECISION,

The House of Commons this morning, 
for Friday, was well attended when the 
Speaker took the chair at eleven o'clock. 

e Government Front Bench was filled, 
with Mr. Thomas, nursing a blue paper 
in his hand, seated in the centre. Tha 
Liberal Front Bench was also crowded, 
and Mr. Lloyd George, occupying the 
corner seat, beamed on all. On the Con- 
servative Front Bench Mr. Baldwin was 
supported by many of the ex-Ministers, 
thouch Mr. A. Chamberlain was a 
notable exception. The back benches, too, 
were well filled, while in the Peers’ 
Gallery Lord Dunedin sat over the clock, 
with Lord -Astor_on his left. 

Almost immediately the Speaker called 
upon Mr. Baldwin, who thereupon rose 
and asked if the Colonial Secretary. in- 
tended to make a statement regarding the 
report of the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council on the question submitted 
to them concerning Article Twelve of the 
Irish Treaty. Mr. Thomas immediately 
responded to the invitation, and stated 
that the report was presented to His 
Majesty in Council yesterday afternoon. 
He did not read the report, but gave its 
effect, and stated that the report would 
be submitted to Parliament as soon as 
it was printed.. The effect of the decision 
was that there was no way of appointing 
a Commissioner for Northern Ireland if 
the Government of Northern Ireland re- 
fused to carry out the Act. 


Mr. Lloyd Georges Support. 


Mr. Thomas read his short statement 
in the most emphatic manner, though 
he seemed to pay more particular atten- 
tion to the appeal that Northern Ireland 
would abandon its present attitude and 
appoint a Commissioner. Failing suc! 
action, legislation was to be passed 
through Parliament, regardless of conse- 
quences to the Government. Once 
twice there was a low murmur of cheers 
from the Labour and Liberal benches, 
while the Conservatives sat in silence. 
When Mr. Thomas sat down Mr. Liovd 
George got up and announced that the 
Liberals. would support the Government 
in any action which it might take. In 
reply to Colonel Ashley, who asked if 
there was not an honourable engagement 
with Ulster, Mr. Thomas remarked that 
“nothing would be more disastrous in 
this issue than to create passion or 
feeling.” 


The New Bill. 


The Colonial Secretary then anneunced 
that he had invited President Cosgrave 
and Sir James Craig to come over and 
see him, and he would strive, even at this 
late hour, for a peaceful settlement. A 
number of questions were addressed to 
Mr. Thomas, and it became clear from 
his replies that the Government had no 
intention of introducing legislation until 
the very last moment, nor would Mr. 
Thomas say whether such legislation, ij 
introduced, would be passed through all 
its stages before the adjournment.

To-day's Meeting. 


I understand that no time is to be lost 
in bringing a/ conference together if it is 
possible, President Cosgrave arrives in 
London to-mvrrow. The Marquis of 
Londonderry,/who will represent Northern 
Ireland in the absence of Sir James Craig, 
who is ill, hak arrived with several of his 
Ministerial colleagues. It was considere 
in the Lobby |this morning that it is quit 
possible that ithe conference may meet to- 
morrow. Thy Colonial Secretary, though 
he agrees thit the prospect is not of the 
brightest, is ronvinced that a satisfactory 
solution of the difficulty is not impossible, 
and in cons@quence he refuses to admit 
that his trip jto South Africa next week is 
in danger. If a conference cannot be 
arranged, Mn Thomas intends to see the 
representatives of the Free State and 
Northern Ireland separately. 


A Delicate Si 


Naturally, the possibility of a Bill was 
much discussed in the Lobby, but I under- 
stand that it is not regarded as likely 
that the Government, if it finds it neces- 
sary to introduce a Bill, will rush it 
through in all its stages before the recess. 
It is recognised that, if a Bill has to be 
introduced, it will be one that wil] be 
hotly contested—to use the words of Mr.

DAIL DEBATE. 


MINISTER’S REPLY TO 
CRITICISMS. 


In the Dail yesterday, Mr. Figgis asked the 
President if, on being acquainted by the 
British Government of the findings of its own 
appeal to the Judicial Committee, together 
vith any intimation by the Government of the 
course of action it proposed to take in order 
to comply with the provisions of Article 12 of 
the Treaty, he would cause such findings and 
such other information at once to be circulated 
to the deputies.

DEPUTIES’ CRITICISM, 

On the motion for the adjournment,

Should vothing be 
done to render the Treaty operative, the road 
was clearly open to them. 

Mr. McGarry attributed the present posi- 
tion to the backwardness on the part of the 
Minister for External Affairs. He did not 
know why these delays were allowed to go on. 
They should fix a time limit. If they did 
not come to a decision he thought that they 
should reframe the Constitution. 

Mr. A. McCabe said that the principal thing 
that he had objected to all along was the 
delay. He had not expected that the British 
(iovernment would ultimately fail to carry out 
Clause 12 of the Treaty; but all the circum- 
stances, and everything that had occurred 
since the Treaty’ had been put in operation 
by us, pointed to its being the intention of 
the British Government to let us down in 
this matter.

STANDS BY THE TREATY. 
WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

Mr. Baldwin, in the House of Commons 
to-day, aske. the Colonial Secretary whether 
His Majesty's Goverhment had yet received 
the report of the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council on the questions submitted to 
them, arising out of Article 12 of the Treaty 
between Great Britain and Ireland. 

Mr. Thomas—Yes. The report was pre- 
sented to His Majesty in Council yesterday 
afternoon, and will be laid before Parliament 
as soon as it is printed. The effect of the 
report of the Judicial Committee ‘on the first 
four questions submitted to them is that the 
refusal of the Government of Northern Ire- 
land to appoint a member of the Commission 
is a casus improvisus in the Act of Parlia- 
ment implementing the Treaty—“that is to say, 
that it is a controversy which was not fore- 
seen at the date of the passing of the Act, 
and that, if the Government of Northern Ire- 
land maintains that refusal, there is no con- 
stitutional meang under the existing statute 
of bringing the Commission into existence. 


LEGISLATION PROPOSED, 


The House will perceive that this report 
raises grave issues. His Majesty's Govern- 
ment have no doubt that it was the intention 
of Parliament when they approved and ratified 
the Treaty, that in the event of the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland exercising their 
option under Article 12, the Commission to 
be appointed under the proviso of that 
Article should in fact be appointed. 

They, feel that they are bound in honour 
to secure, so far as lies within their power, 
that that intention is carried into effect. 
(Labour and Liberal cheers.) They most 
earnestly hope, even at this late stage, that 
the Government of Northern Ireland may see 
their way to appoint a representative on the 
Commission; but I must make it clear that, if 
that hope is not fulfilled, the Government pro- 
pose forthwith to introduce legislation to give 
effect to what was the undoubted: intention 
of the Treaty, and to press for the passage 
of that legislation through Parliament, regard- 
less of the consequences to themselves. 

Not merely the honour of His Majesty's 
Government, but the honour of this country, is 
involved—(Labour and Liberal cheers)—.n 
seeing that the obligation definitely imposed 
on the United Kingdom by the Treaty is ful- 
filled in spirit and in letter. 

My colleagues and I are not prepared to 
omit any step which is, in our view, necessary 
to place the good faith of Parliament and of 
the British people beyond question. (Labour 
and Liberal cheers.) 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE. 


Mr. Lloyd George—I only want to ask a 
question—not because the right hon. gentle- 
man has left me in any doubt as to the in- 
tentions of the Government, but rather to 
emphasise it. May I say, on behalf of my 
colleagues and myself, that we have heard 
with very great satisfaction the announcement 
made by the right hon. gentleman! 

A Unionist member—Yes, you would.

MR. THOMAS’S PLANS

There is a disposition to-night to believe 

that the Irish crisis will be solved 
amicably. Such Free State sources as are 
available do not quite share this optimism, 
but were inclined, on the contrary, to 
assert that the conferences between Mr. 
Thomas and President Cosgrave on the 
one hand, and Lord Londonderry on the 
other, will not result in a settlement. 
_ The favourable view is rather the British 
intuition, which refuses to accept the re- 
introduction of an acute Irish question into 
British domestic politics. 

What is hoped for, apparently, is that 
Northern Ireland, even at this late stage, will 
reconsider her attitude and resolve to appoint 
a representative on the Boundary Commission. 
It is presumed that the rest of the Empire 
will wish Ulster to do this. 

The whole position at the moment is in the 
region of surmise 

The one reasonably certain fact is that Mr. 
Thomas, whose management of the Parlia- 
mentary situation is characterised as adroit, 
and on the whole statesmanlike, will strive his 
utmost to avoid introducing a bill. He will 
have the assistance of the Prime Minister. 

Mr. Macdonald desires above all things to 
avoid having to explain to a British 
electorate, largely composed of new elements, 
the Irish cen which, although a burning 
one in Ireland, does not interest the worka- 
day British voter very much. , 

Political observers generally indicate that 
British sympathy with Ulster has increased 
greatly in the past year or two, since the 
Treaty became operative, but they fear the 
effect of totally unaccommodating Ulster dis- 
position on the British constituencies. 

The normal political imagination here fails 
so far to regard this question as capable of 
involving: an election. The Unionist leaders, 
however, are in line on the matter, Mr. 
Baldwin and Mr. Austen Chamberlain being in 
complete agreement. It is not to be supposed 
that they would welcome an development 
which threw the House of thir 'v into the 
furnace of a general election controversy 
against the House of Commons, 

On the other hand, they are firm on the 
point that no coercion of Ulster can be 
tolerated, and that when the honour of the 
people of Great Britain with Ireland is con- 
cerned, the keeping of the British pledge to 
Northern Ireland is of paramount import- 
ance. 

FROM THE Press Association, 
LONDON, Friday. 

Much. may depend upon the at. 
titude of the Free State which Mr. Cosgrave 
will disclose to the British Government. 
Liberals and some Labour members hold that 
the only way to keep the pledge of the Treaty, 
and to strengthen the hands of Mr. Cosgrave, 
is to keep Parliament sitting until a bili 
to constitute the Boundary Commission has 
been passed. 

The Prime Minister and the Unionist Party 
are anxious not to make Ireland once more a 
political issue in this country. Every effort 
is being made to avoid this at the present 
moment, in the hope that, if legislation has 
to be carried through in the autumn, the in- 
terval will have enabled all parties carefully 
to weigh all the issues involved, and will 
avoid the necessity of a rushed decision. 

If a bill had to be hurried through the 
House of Commons in the next few days, there 
is considerable doubt about the attitude of the 
House of Lords. If they rejected the bill a 
General Election would be inevitable. The 
Government are not anxious to have an elec- 
tion on this issue, and it would be a matter 
of great difficulty for the Unionist Party. 

Mr, Thomas still adheres to his plan to 
leave England next Friday for the Parlia- 
mentary tour to South Africa, but it is 
scarcely possible to say finally that Parlia- 
ment will not have to sit longer to deal with 
the Irish situation.

These facts showed that Ulster, through 
her chosen representatives in the negotiations 
which have taken place during the past four 
years, has not been lacking in generosity. 
An act of generosity on Mr. Macdonald's 
part would be for him, first of all, to Bay 
whether he intends Ulster to enter the Com- 
mission without defining the terms of refer- 
ence of that body. However well-intentioned 
the statement published in his name may be, 
he must recognise that he is asking Ulster 
to take a leap in the dark.

BRITISH GUARANTEE 
FOR LOAN,

The text of the Bill to authorise the 
Treasury to guarantee a loan to be raised 
by the Government of the Irish Free State 
for Ba ang har of Land Purchase was issued 
in London yesterday. The following is the 
full text :— 

Clause L--1— The Treasury may, subject to 
the provisions of this Act, guarantee, in such 
manner as they think fit, the payment of the 
principal of and the interest—at a rate not 
exceeding four and one-half per cent. per 
annum—on any loan issued by the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State for the purposes 
of Land Purchase in the Irish Free State, 
but so that the securities so guaranteed do 
not im the aggregate exceed thirty million 
ca sterling in nominal amount and are 
ssued within a period of eight years from the 
passing of this Act— g 

2.—A guarantee shall not be given in 
pursuance of this Act until the Parliament of 
the Irish Free State have provided to the 
satisfaction of the Treasury and the Secretary 
of State ' 

A— For issuing and duly applying the loan 
for the purposes aforesaid. 

B—For the establishment and regulation of 
a sinking fund for the purpose of the redemp- 
tion at par of the securities so to be guaran- 
teed within a period of eighty years from the 
passing of this Act. 3 

C-—-For charging en the Central Fund of 
the Irish Free State and on any special funds 
established for the purpose, with priority over 
any charges not existing at the date of the 
passing of this Act, the principal of and the 
Interest on the securities so to be guaranteed 
and anv sinking fund payments for the repay- 
ment of the principal of such securities. 

D—For charging on the Central Fund of 
the Irish Free State, immediately after the 
last-mentioned charge thereon, the repayment 
to the Treasury of any sum issued out of the 
Consolidated Fund under this Act on account 
pf the guarantee given under this Act, with 
Interest thereon at such rate as may be agreed 
on by the Treasury and the Minister for 
Finance of the Irish Free State, and, in de- 
fault of such agreement, at the rate of five 
per cent. per annum, 

E—For raising, or securing the raising, of 
sufficient money to meet the above charges. 

5.—Anyv sums required by the Treasury 
for fulfilling their guarantee given under this 
Act shall be charged on and issued out of 
the Consolidated Fund, or the growing pro- 
duce thereof, and any sums paid on account 
of the repayment of the amonnt so issued 
out of the Consolidated Fund shall be paid 
into the Exchequer. 

4.—The Treasury ehall lay before both 
Houses of Parliament a statement of any 
“guarantee given under this Act, and an 
account of any sums issúed out of the Con- 
solidated Fund for the purpose of any such 
guarantee, as soon as may be after any such 
guarantee is given or any. sum is so issued. 

The bill is backed by Mr. William Graham, 
Mr. Snowden, and Mr. Thomas.

RE-OPENED YESTERDAY. 


After it had been closed to the public for 
more than two years, the Four Courts Hotel, 
Dublin, was re-opened yesterday. During the 
fight for the ~ Courts it was held by 
Republicans, after which it fell into the hands 
of Free State troops, and was occupied by 
them for a long period. The work of renova. 
tion was begun in April last, and great im- 
provements have been made in the interior. 

Yesterday Mr. Henry G. Kilbey, the 
managing director, showed a number of 
visitors over the hotel. They were impressed 
with the furnishing of the different rooms and 
the pleasing decorative effects which have 
been introduced. A storey has been added to 
the building, making it possible to increase 
the number of s from 80 to 100. 

At 7 Church street there is an annexe, with 
seventeen rooms, principally for the staff, 
which numbers about forty. 

The renovation work was carried out by 
Messrs. George Scott and Company, 
Usher’s quay. Although the advertisement re- 
garding the re-opening was ony published yes- 
terday, accommodation in the hotel has been 
booked up to the end of Horse Show week.

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE, 


President Cosgrave said that it was alleged 
that one of the two parties to the Treaty had not 
fulfilled its obligrtions. That was a very 
serious charge. It was contended that the 
Free State had discharged all their 
obligations, and the charge, as he understood 
it, was that any such obligations are bound 
up with Article 12 of the aty. No other 
allegation had been made as to folfilment of 
any of the other clauses. The complaint 
made was as to delay in the carrying out of 
Article 12. The published correspondence 
disclosed the fact that the Executive Council 
had pointed out that there had been delay, 
but, other than delay, he did not know that 
there was non-fulfilment of obligations, and 
the delay had been explained to some extent 
in the course of the published correspondence. 

President Cosgrave proceeded then to read 
with emphasis the statement of the British 
Secretary of State, as already read to the 
Dail by the Minister for External Affairs. 
He had no doubt, he continued, that it was 


within the power of the British Parliament | 


to complete the Boundary Commission, It 
was a sovereign Parliament. 

Quoting Mr. Thomas 's statement, that the 
British Government intended to introduce forth- 
with and to press necessary legislation to give 
effect to the Treaty through Parliament, re- 
gardiess of the consequences to themselves, 
President Cosgrave said that he failed to see 
there non-fulfilment of the obligations of one 
party to the Treaty. It did not seem to him 
that there was an attempt to escape obli- 
gations. Imputing an intention” to escape 
obligations was a very serious matter as be- 
tween one nation and another, and it ought 
to be considered very carefully whether it 
was fair to impute to another nation or 
Government of another nation an attempt to 
escape obligations. Tle was not prepared, 
from the information at his dis- 
posal, to say or admit Ghat there had 
been an attempt on the part of the British 
({jovernment to escape its obligations in this 
matter. Delay there had been. Delays were 
sometimes matters over which Governments 
had very little control. The Free State 
might say, as one of the parties to the Treaty, 
that there had been delay on the part of the 
other party. 

Being a party to it, they were not, h 
thought, in a position to judge, as far as the 


other party was concerned, whether there had 


been any unnecessary or deliberate delay. So 
far as any representations that could have 
been made by the British Government, their 
explanations as to delay must be accepted in 
good faith. The British Government had 
pledged them good faith in this matter : they 
iad pledged the honour of their people and 
their Parliament, and with that statement he 
could not take upon himself the responsibility 
of saying that there had been any attempt at 
evasion of the obligations of the British 
Government in this matter. 

President Cosgrave added that he had 
received a telegram on Thursday night from 
the Secretary of State that it was urgently 
necessary for them to meet without delay. 
— Executive Council had not decided on 
that. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Figgis, 
President Cosgrave expressed the opinion that 
it would be more than advisable that the 
legislation referred to should be passed by the 
British Parliament before the recess. : 


PROFESSOR MAGENNNIS’S 
PROTEST. 


Mr. W. Magennis, opposing a suggestion 
that the Dail should not adjourn beyond next 
Friday, said that they should not allow them- 
selves to be stampeded by a Press campaign 
in London. Because for the last few days 
newspapers of all colours of political belief 
had been circulating rumours, they should 
not forget the real perspective of the facts. 
Some of the die-hard journals on the other 
side of the Channel were trying to instal the 
poisonous suggestion that this provided an 
opportunity for revising the Treaty. A 
Treaty, they should remember, could not be 
altered by one of the contracting parties 
merely deciding to alter it. 

He protested against Deputy McCabe's 
statement that Southern Ireland should allow 
the Six Counties to go their ewn way. That 
would mean the abandonment of close on half 
of the population of the Six Counties. What 
a message it would be to send to their com- 
rades in Ulster that they sought to abandon 
them merely because their hereditary op- 
ponents refused to have the Treaty carried 
out by making this unforeseen case ! 

In other words, they were to acquiesce in 
the statements of the die-hard Press in Eng- 
land, that the refusal to appoint a representa- 
tive on the Commission was to be the last 
word—* Ulster has spoken and the case is 
ended.” That was the contribution of the 
National group. 

Mr. Milroy—Deputy McCabe said that he 
spoke his own mind only.

there might be quite a lot to be said for it. 
But if the deputy meant that they were to

The statement of the British Minister in 
the British Parliament was that the refusal 
of the Northern, Government to appoint a 
representative on the Boundary Commission 
was a contingency for which no provision 
had been made.

blic. It was true that they challenged 

itish administration there, both actively in 
physical conflict and by simply cutting in on 
the various phases of their administration and 
taking over control of the departments by 
subterranean control. 

But when it came to doing business, when 
it came to discussion with representatives of 
the British Government, there was nothing to 
be gained by pretending to be unaware of the 
fact that a very considerable portion of their 
population—close on one-fourth, for the most 
part in a particular area in the North-East— 
did not recognise, and were not likely to 
recognise, the sovereignty, supremacy and 
jurisdiction of that native Parliament set up 
in 1918. 

It was all very well for peoplé to say on a 
public platform that Sir James Craig was a 
disloyal citizen of the Irish Republic. He 
doubted if the statement ca Sir James 
Craig serious worty. As a practical proposi- 
tion it did seem that—with close on a million 
people utterly hostile to the objective which 
the rest of them had as their war code—it 
necessitated some compromise by which the 
unity of the country could be preserved, and 
a compromise which would enable time to play 
its part in the solving of a problem which, 
for a variety of reasons, had become very in- 
flamed and very embittered, indeed. 

They had to remember that they were deal- 
ing with a nation, and that in the lifetime of 
a nation a few years, or a decade, was nothing 
as compared with the lifetime of an in- 
dividual. 


TREATY NOT BROKEN. 

And even if boys and girls grew up to 
manhood and womanhood in the North-East 
under a different atmosphere from what was 
expected, it might be worth while to let that 
time pass. The principle was accepted that 
there would not be, by either the Irish or 
English Government, coercion to bring people 
under the jurisdiction of the State that was to 
he established there. And they moved on 
from that—that people should not be kept out 
from the jurisdiction of that State by com: 

ulsion: that they themselves should decide. 

hey had stood on that all the time. | 

Their claim had never been for territory, 
but their claim had been that the inhabitants 
of these areas should take their choice, and 
that effect should be given to that choice. 

The people of Ireland were aware, and the 
people of England ought to be aware, that 
there bad been no territorial ambition on the 
part of the Executive Council of the Free 
State. But the rights of the people in the 
North should be given to them in accordance 
with the Treaty. 

The Executive Council's information on this 
matter was oonfined to the document which 
the Minister for Externa] Affairs had read. 

In his opinion this was not a case for 
sudden decision; it was certainly not a case 
for jumping to conclusions and making state- 
ments which were not justified by the facts. 
The Treaty had not been broken and should 
not, in his view, be denounced. 

The House then adjourned.

When these people took possession of the 
place in 1922 there was a quantity of stock 
on the land, including bullocks, ewes, lambs 
and calves. but when the house was destroyed 
it was found that the stock was missing. 
They had given the fullest details of every- 
thing to the State, and figures had 
been arrived at which, he thought, 
were equitable in the circumstances. 

There was a good deal of personal belong- 
ings in the place, the property of Major 
Morell, who came to this country about ten 
or eleven years ago, but he did not claim 
for them. He got this place, and spent 
£20,000 in doing it up and decorating it, and 
was Master of Foxhounds in Tipperary for 
some years. 

Mr. Connolly said that the following were 
agreed @gures :—Buildings, £12,824 (full re- 
instatement net); furniture damaged, £300; 
furniture destroyed, cara destroyed,

N education, we are told, interest is every- 
thing. 1t makes the dull mind bright and 
, the bright mind brilliant. It makes 
ommy Duliboy apply himself to his Prin- 
copra Latina and big commercial geography ; 
it makes Francis Thompson a chemist in 
words, and sends him to face the world with 
a “““—&j in one pocket and an AEschylus in the 
other. 

It is one thing to make Study interesting ; 
another to make it easy. Some of the 
moderns make the mistake of simplifying too 
much. They remove difficulties, but they 
neglect’ to kindle that interest which burns 
up difticulties. If they made subjects interest- 
ing instead of easy, youthful energy would 
make light of the conjugations and declen- 
sions, the problems and theorems, standing 
between ignorance and the craved proficiency. 


My friend the Dismal Scientist made this 
clear to me. Though he professes the Dismal 
Science, he is oftener merry than melancholy, 
and he can make your Laws of Diminishing 
Returns, your Index Numbers, and your Doses 
of Capital as absorbing as a detective story. 
In his younger days it was his fortune to teach 
school, and one day he was put in charge of 
a class about to study Euclid. Well, he took up 
the book—which is a degree less exciting than 
“Mill On Liberty”—and his lively intellect 
paved with the problem of how to make smal! 

vs believe that a Point could have position 
without magnitude, and a Line length without 
breadth. How could he persuade young 
sceptics, fresh from disillusionment ‘about 
Santa Claus and already suspicious about 
Robinson Crusoe, besides being utterly scorn- 
ful of fairies, gosta, and witches—how could 
he persuade them, I Say, to believe in such 
unimaginable things as the ideal Points and 
Lines that Euclid describes? How could he 
get them across the Pons Asinorum without 
the belabouring which was repugnant to the 
benevolent heart of a disciple of Bentham’ 
How could his tender spirit contemplate the 
smouldering resentment of boys who are put 
to mental anguish for no object intelligible 
to themselves, and who so justly resent being 
kept from the playing field to answer merely 
silly questions? I will tell you his solution of 
the problem. á

He began his first class with a pair of big 
scissors and many sheets of stiff paper. With 
smart clips, he sheared out a dozen paper 
triangles of different shapes and sizes. The 
small boys watched, fascinated. They won. 
dered if they were going to be taught how 
to win prizes in magazine competitions in 
pasting together jigsaw pictures—something 
useful at last. 

The Dismal Scientist now took his triangles 
and tore the angles off the corners of each 
one. Excitement rose higher. Traddles whis. 
pered to Fat-headed Flaherty that he knew 
What was one lo had seen it at his 
uncle’s party. e triangles were going to 
be burned, and then the demonstrator would 
produce them whole again out of his hat or 
one of the pupil’s pockets. 

_ What followed, however, was not a con- 
juring trick, after all. My friend took in 
turn each set of three angles, laid them edge 
to edge, and showed that in every case the 
final edges made a straight line. No matter 
what was the shape of the original triangle, 
the result was the same: the three angles to- 
gether yielded a straight line, or, to speak by 
the book, together equalled two right angles. 
'“ Now, my young friends.” said the Dismal 
Scientist, in his most genial tone. beaming 
through his glasses, “1 am going to offer a 
prize of one pound sterling to the student 
who will bring me, when our class as- 
sembles to-morrow, a triangle of such a shape 
that its angles can be torn off and made to 
yield either more or less than two right 
angles. The class is now adjourned, and you 
have the rest of the afternoon free.”

I knew a small boy who 
thumbed his way through many a of 
Latin grammar before he was told w the 
Latin language was, and realised that he 
was studying the tongue of that Empire from 
which our civilisation is derived. He 
to a family in which there were many medical 
men, and he was under the impression that 
Latin was a secret code used by physicians 
to conceal from their patients the real nature 
of the stuff in the bottles. When he began 
to read how all Gaul is divided in three parts, 
the real nature of the classic language became 
clear to him. How much easier his progress 
would have been had he understood what he 
was about from the beginning ' á 

The interest of a student's literary studies 
is immensely quickened by a well-con 
school library. The honoured Head at Z—— 
School held in horror the “ penny dreadful ”’ 
to which boys so easily become addicted. 
One day he was seen flving along the cor- 
ridors, gown fluttering like a battleflag, to 
pounce on some peruser of trashy printed 
matter. We received an impromptu lecture 
on the absurdities. of inferior writing and its 
baseness of style; and therewith we were 
turned loose on a school library replete with 
things desirable. As for those rubbishy 
stories from which we were weaned ib 
Stevenson and the youthfol Conan Doyle, I 
have observed that thev are still flourishing 
in the book market; only nowadays they are 
not printed on cheap paper and sold for 
pennies, but on feather-weight pe with 
cloth bindings, and sold at 7s. 6d. as ‘‘ The 
novel of the famous photo play “ (sic). 

That school library saved our literary 
palates. While very young we acquired a 
taste for probable plots, grammatical writing, 

“local colour.” We read 

as well as  tales— 

fortnight our allowance. ‘The 

library grew rapidly. All the world (as the 

French lesson said) contributed. There was 

Doctor Q , who sent his old school a 

cheque for fifty pounds whereby the great 

stories of the world were obtained in strongly 
bound editions. 

Some of the masters made that library work 
for them, They set us devouring historical 
stories to strengthen our history, and travel- 
books to infect us with a geographical sense. 
One of the historical stories much recom- 
mended was ‘‘The White Company,’ then 
fresh from the author's pen. Recently Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle has been telling what 
volumes of research he poured into his two 
notable historical novels, and lamenting that 
the world has neglected them, preferring his 
proverbial Holmes. There were a few classes 
of hopeful school lads, however, who learnt 
something of the splendid’ Du Guesclin from 
those tales, and one was father to a very 
grateful man. 

Some there were that became fired with a 
love for Scott through that magnificent 
adminicle, our library; and the problem rose 
and raged—Is Scott to be read to improve 
our knowledge of history, or is history to be 
studied in order that we may appreciate Scott?

OWNER'S FIGHT WITH 
ARMED MEN 


STRANGE TIPPERARY 
CASE.

An echo of an incident in County Tip- 
perary which has become somewhat tamiliar 
was heard in the Dublin Central Criminal 
Court, before Mr. Justice O’Snaughnessy and 
a jury yesterday, when John O'Brien pleaded 
not guilty to an indictment charging him 
with having on the night of the 15th Decem- 
ber last broken into the stores of the Grand 
Canal Company at Co. Tipperary and stolen 
a quantity of goods. In a second count he 
was charged with simple larceny, and in a 
third with receiving. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White, 
K.C. (instructed by the Chief State Solicitor), 
appeared for the prosecution, and Mr. Joseph 
M‘Carthy (instructed by Mr. M‘Grath) de- 
fended. 

Mr. Carrigan said that on the night in 
question a motor reached the stores at 
Kilgarvan, and earlier that night the same 
car had been seen at Kilbarron, three miles 
away. One man there said that he was 
(Captain Eustace, and he introduced two otner 
men who were with him as Excise officers. 
This was at the licensed house of Mr. Tracy, 
and while the car was there some Civic 
Guards came along, and one of the strangers 
handed them a document purporting to give 
them authority as Excise officers. The men 
actually took a sample of whiskey in Tracy's, 
and later went their way. The Guards, not 
liking the strange company, proceeded to 
Nenagh and reported the matter to the mili- 
tary, whereupon Captain Spain turned out 
with a Crossley tender and a party of men. 
As they passed a place called Puckaun they 
were surprised to see the car which had been 
reported outside the door of Mr. John Blake, 
publican. When the tender stopped, the 
men in the house dashed out; the troops 
fired upon them, but they made their escape. 

Counsel, proceeding, said that what occurred 
in Blake's house made an extraordinary story. 
The Blake's were in bed when the knocking 
came, and Mr. Blake recognised Captain 
Fustace and noticed that there was a lady 
in the car outside. Captain Eusace called 
the publican down to get him a drink, and 
a numerous company entered, and they be- 
came so genial that eventually they asked 
Mr. Blake to join them in a drink, while they 
introduced the man in the dock as “ son of 
the Rector of Toomevara.’’ The man in the 
dock really came from Silvermines, and was 
last employed as an agricultural labourer or 
some such occupation. 

Mr. M‘Carthy, who defended, 
clent was a school teacher. 

Mr. Carrigan said that the men later an- 
neunced that thev had some vendible coods 
which they desired Blake to purchase. Blake 
did not wish to purchase, but the men then 
brought in a large quantity of goods, which 
comprised bacon, biscuits, soap and other 
things, and urged the publican to buy with 
a revolver held to his head. The accused 
commenced to weigh up the bacon and Mr 
Blake still demurred. Then, with one of 
those gleams of courage which were heard of 
in remote parts of the country from time to 
time, Blake seized a bar from under the 
counter and struck one of the men on the 
head with it. The man fell and began to cry 
out for a priest, thus, said counsel, illustrat 
ing a disgusting mixture of crime and piety. 
Then the military were heard, and the man 
in the dock, with the man who got the blow 
on the head, bolted and got away, while 
Cantain Eustace and the lady were arrested. 
Several. witnesses were examined in support 
of counsel's statement 
For the defence, John Ryen, Garrymore,
